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1. TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO HAS, AS FAR AS WE HAVE BEEN ABLE 
TO DETERMINE, NO LAWS WHICH ARE SPECIFICALLY AIMED AT COMBATTING 
INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM. SINCE THE COUNTRY HAS NOT YET EXPERIENCED 
ANY CASES OF INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM, IT HAS BEEN CONTENT TO RELY 
ON ITS CONVENTIONAL CRIMINAL LAWS TO DEAL WITH THE INTERNAL 
ASPECTS OF ANY FUTURE OCCURENCES. ALTHOUGH TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO 
HAS SIGNED AND RATIFIED THE 1963 TOKYO CONVENTION, THE 1970 
HAGUE CONVENTION, AND THE 1971 MONTREAL CONVENTION, IT HAS NOT 
YET ENACTED DOMESTIC ENABLING LEGISLATION FOR ANY OF THESE 
CONVENTIONS. THE GOTT IS PRESENTLY STUDYING THE 1973 UN 
CONVENTION ON THE PREVENTION AND PUNISHMENT OF CRIMES AGAINST 
INTERNATIONALLY PROTECTED PERSONS BUT HAS NOT YET DECIDED 
WHETHER TO SIGN AND RATIFY IT. ACCORDING TO AN OFFICER IN THE 
LEGAL DIVISION OF THE MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS, THE GOTT 
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BECAUSE ITS PROVISIONS ARE SUBSTANTIALLY COVERED BY THE RRN 
CONVENTION. 

2. SINCE TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO HAS NOT BEEN INVOLVED IN ANY INCIDENTS 
OF INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM, THERE HAVE BEEN NO INDIVIDUAL 
CASES, PROSECUTION OR CLEMENCY POLICIES, AND NO OFFICIALLY 
EXPRESSED CONCERN TO THE EMBASSY ABOUT THE PROBLEM. WHILE 
WE BELIEVE THE GOTT STRONGLY OPPOSES ACTS OF INTERNATIONAL 
TERRORISM, ITS RESPONSE IN A PARTICULAR SITUATION WILL 
PROBABLY BE INFLUENCED TO SOME EXTENT BY THE POLITICS OF 
THE TERRORIST AS THEY RELATE TO TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO'S 
INCREASINGLY "THIRD WORLD"- ORIENTED FOREIGN POLICY AND ITS 
POSITION AS AN OIL PRODUCING STATE ON THE FRINGES OF OPEC. 
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
